Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

AUowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 3 and 5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach nor render obvious the claimed combination comprising a roller 
bearing having an o-ring having a generally circular section fitted in an annular groove 
of an inner race or an outer race, the groove having a first chamfer portion and a 
second chamfer portion, the chamfered portions being asymmetric with each other, 
wherein one of the first and second chamfered portions is larger than the other, the 
larger chamfered portion being spaced from the bottom of the groove by a distance of !4 
or more of the thickness of the o-ring.
